Just rec’d (12 noon) your letter from Atlantic City dated July 28th. 

Mr. Stocks had our passes collected and stamped by Horace Tucker “Good after August 
1st 1893” and all passes to continue good in the future must be so stamped. 

I have now in my table drawer the application to have your pass so fixed, signed by Mr. 
Bickford and am sorry that you have mislaid it as I do not know if they will refuse to fix it after 
August 1st or not, but as soon as I get it I will try to have it fixed up. 

I judge from the letter from Blackmar I mailed you that they will take up the other passes 
but do not know whether they will take them up or mark them void. 

I am down here to day with nothing on but a pair of overhaul’s and undershirt 
straightening things out under our office floor and sweating like thunder. 

As Whitney is so busy sight seeing he does not show up very often at the Mint Exhibit 
although fearing that he would overdo the matter I told him to come here & rest as much as 
possible. 

Mayor Stuart of Phila. and party paid us a visit yesterday afternoon. 

The new starting box for the motor came Eriday and I put it up right away and it works 
all right. 

I forgot to say that Mr. Blackmar’s last letter came by mail and surmising that it had 
something to do with the passes and as the time for fixing them up was so short. I thought it 
would be right and best for me to open it as I thought that it might save delay and possibly save 
our passes if I did right in opening it let me know. If wrong blow me up. 

Every thing is O.K. here sale of medals averaging $200 per day, and on August 1st we 
begin to make plated ones. 
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I would like to be at the Hotel Dennis for Lorensa & I used to stop there but I would not 
come while the “Skitters” hold sway.
